Gov. Reed Vetoes the Mining Bill. 
Yesterday the Governor sent to the House of 


Representatives the following veto of the Mining 
Act. The Governor takes a very proper view of 
the Act as passed by the Legislature and, we are 
convinced, has been guided by consideration of 
the manifest interests and want of the people. His 
reasons are clearly set forth, and the Veto Message, 
both in substance and style, is a document which 
does credit to His Excellency. As the veto of the 
Governor is a finality, it only remains for the 
Legislature to pass a suitable Act which will meet 
the objections urged by the Governor, or leave the 
whole subject matter of mining under the laws of 
the U.S. or the customs of the miners, which per- 
haps are sufficient for all practical purposes. 

The final adjournment of the Legislature will 
take place to-day, by expiration of the forty days 
allowed by law for each Séssion.

favorable consideration asked to the new 


enterpiise which the discovering and working of 
| mines of precious metals opened to the people of 


the Territory. I regarded these discoveries as in 
the highest degree important, and matter of sin- 
cere congratulation to you and your constituents, 
and indulged the hope that the Legislature would 
esteem it a duty and a privilege to enact such laws 
as would tend to promote, encourage and foster 
mining enterprises. The act presented to me not 
only fails to fulfill these hopes, but on the contra- 
ry, would, in my a result in restricting, op- 
pressing and checking every mining enterprise, 
whether so designed or not. I can conceive of 
no more onerous and restrictive enactment than 
that which has been presented to me for approval. 
It provides for a cumbronus, expensive, and in my 
opinion, useless machinery, denominated 
a ‘ Superintendency of Mines.’’ It places almost 
unlimited power in the hands of these men, with 
such discretion and unrestricted powers as 
could hardly result in anght but evil. The terms 
of the act, if not vague, are inconsistent with 
themselves. The first section provides for the 
“office of Superintendent of Mining Claims,’’ while 
the second section speaks of a * Board of three 
persons,” and section sixth refers toa Board of 
Superintendency, This Superintendency or Board 
has unlimited power to appoint such. officers and 
frame such by-laws as may be necessary, etc., and 
to have the general supervision of all mining 
claims, to locate the same, to determine the extent 
of each mining district, establish the bounds of 
each lot or mining claim, and assess the value of 
such claims for purposes of taxation. Such ex- 
tended powers granted to these persons, no matter 
how earoest in their regard for the public weal, or 
honest in the execution of their high office, I can- 
not but regard it as a most dangerous precdent, 
and as unwise and impolitic in the extreme. The 
formulas prescribed in order to carry out the 
cumbrous machinery of the act, in the matters of 
locating, surveying, recording and transferring 
mining claims, are so minute in detail and so com- 
plex in character as to put a complete bar on min- 
ing enterprise and be the source of interminable 
legislation and conflict in the future. 

Were there any doubt as to the effect of the Act, 
should it become a law, in retarding and prevent- 
ing the developement of our mineral resources, the 
Ninth Section would certainly remove such doubt. 
An annual tax of 20 per cent. on the assessed value 
of the mines, or the products of such mines, would 
unquestionably present an insuperable obstacle to 
the opening of a single mine in the Territory. It 
may well be doubted if the richest mine in the 
world, whether the Ophir or Gould & Curry, in 
Nevada, or the New Almaden, in California, could 
withstand for any length of time so onerous a 
burthen as-am annual tax of 20 per cent. on its 
assessed value. 

If it were possible to believe that the object de- 
signated by the act before me was to prevent the 
people from opening up the undoubted mineral 
wealth of the Territory, I could conceive ef no 
more effectual means to accomplish that end than 
the passage of the act. Believing that the people 
are desirous of extracting from the earth the riches 
which industry and enterprise can find there, and 
that their best interests would be promoted by 
fostering and encouraging the development of 
mines of precious metals. I am constrained to 
withhold my signature from the act, regretting 
that your Honorable body could not, or bas not 
devised a measure for the promotion of an import- 
ant and growing interest of the Territory. 

I am furthermore of the opinion, that in levying 
a tax upon mines of metal within the ground, un- 
the property, solely, of the United 
States, the Legislature has exceeded its powers. 
The extent to which the power of taxation has ever 
been applied, or so far asI know, claimed, has 
been to tax the proceeds of a mine after extraction 
and segregation from the earth. Section 6 of the 
Organic Act of the Territory, in treating of the 
Legislative power specifically says: “No tax shall 
be imposed on the property of the United States.” 
Unless then, it can be clearly shown, and I pre- 
sume it will not be even claimed that the mines are 
not the “property of the United States,” this act 
unquestionably comes within the purview of the 
above quoted probibition. 

Regretting that lam unable to agree with the 
Legislature, I have deemed it due to your Honor- 
able body thus to set forth at some length the ob- 
jections which renders it impossible for me to ap- 
prove the act named.

PORTANT VETO MESSAGE—THE GOVERNOR 
VETOES TWO ACTS. 


Executive Department, Utah Ter., 
G. S. L. 
Jan. 20th, 1864. 
To the Hon. Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of Utah Ter. 

Gentlemen, | have to inform your Honorable 
body, that I have disapproved an Act entitled “An 
Act granting unto Joseph Young, Sen., the right 
to establish and control ferries on Bear River, also 
requiring him to build a bridge on the Malad,’’ 
also an Act entitled “An Act granting unto Lewis 
Robinson and Joshua Terry, the right to establish 
and erntrol a ferry, or ferries across Green River.” 

While it would, no doubt, be a considerable con- 
Mvcnience to have permanent ferries established 
rcross the streams named, I cannot approve of the 
vlicy of granttmg exclusive franchises at high 
ates of toll for a number of years, and embracing 
bom twenty to thirty miles of rivers crossing the 
nain roads of travel to the East and the North. 
Phe entire emigration across the plains from the 
lissouri river throygh this Territory, 1s compelled 
o cross Green River. The main emigrant road 
rom this City to the Boise and Bannack mines and 
0 California and Oregon, via. Goose Creek Moun- 
ainsand the Humboldt, cross Bear River. To 
rant an exelusive privilege to establish and con- 
rol ferries across these two important streams at 
normous rates of toll, would be to institute a mo- 
hopoly so Onpressive and burthensome upon the 
people that | cannot sanction these Acts. 

That ferries will be established at proper points 
on both rivers hy private enterprize, unless pro- 
hibited by such laws cannot be d@abted. In order 
therefore, to prevent extortion, it might be well for 
the Legislature to authorize the establishment of 
such ferries, and to fix a moderate rate of toll as 
the maximum to be charged. This might be done 
by aspecial Act, granting the right to any particu- 
lar person or persons, or by general law, permit- 
ling any citizen of the Territory, to establish such 
lerry. I cannot, however, consent that a monopo- 
ly of such character for a series of years shall be 
grauted away, on the terms proposed in the Acts 
bamed. The public interests certainly do not re- 
quire it, but on the contrary, would, in my opinion, 
be seriously jeoparded by such a ‘course. Better 
leave the whole matter to private enterprise than 
thus burden the people, farmers, travellers, emi- 
grants and others, with so burthensome a tax and 
80 Odjous a monopoly.
